The people of Oklahoma ought to 
wake up to the importance of the 
school land bill. Unless they do, after 
The election occurs this fall, they will 
be in the position of the imprudent 
individual who w’as keen to lock the 
stable 
door 
after 
the 
horse 
had 
been stolen. 
U nder the term s of the bill recent­ 
ly initiated 
by the 
committee 
of 
state officials and school land lessees 
a t 
Guthrie 
the 
proposition 
to 
be 
voted upon this fall is the sale of 
ALL the school lands. 
No privilege 
is given to sell part of the lands 
an d retain the balance or direct the 
holding of certain 
classes 
of 
the 
sam e for a given period. We must 
gulp it all at one time or leave it 
alone. 
So far as The Oklahoman is 
concerned, we propose, for this rea­ 
son, to leave it alone. 
The Okla­ 
hom an said a few days ago. and it 
takes occasion to reiterate the state­ 
ment 
here, that Governor 
Haskell, 
and the committee, did the right thing 
in submitting this question to the 
people for their approval or rejection 
after the failure of the legislature 
ta t ike action thereon. All parties 
concerned have a righ. to see a defi­ 
nite policy in this connection adopt­ 
ed. EiA we doubt the wisdom of the 
adoption of the policy embodied In 
the initialed measure. 
A very respectable element of our 
population hold to the view that it 


interests in buying the lands at this 
time. 
They 
want the

for a home—a laudable ambition, we 
must confess—but we more than half 
suspect that this is not the sole rea­ 
son.
